River Ha* Riven Nearly Six Feet in 36 Hours; City Undertakes Dyna­ 


miting of Gorg e at Its Head Near Nelson Bridg e; Damag e in 
Dixon Already Totals Thousands 


Rock river, ordinarily a peaceful and beautiful stream, is today causing thous­ 
ands of dollars of damag e to bixon residents and threatens still g reater havoc. 
Gorg ed with ice from Nelson to Dixon, the river has overflowed its banks 
and flooded out at least thirty homes and many business houses. A raise of five 
feet two inches in the stag e of water in the last 36 hours is recorded at Dixon and 
the river is still coming up. A ten-inch raise was noted at the Dixon hydro-elec­ 
tric plant between 7 and 9 a. m. today. A slig ht decrease occurred at the g as plant 
in the west end of the city during the same time, indicating a new g org e somewhere 
just west of the Galena Avenue bridg e. 
At three o’clock this morning the ice was g org ed clear to the Dixon dam but 
a few hours later it moved down between the Galena Avenue bridg e and the L' C. 
railroad bridg e. The piers at the new railroad bridg e were nearly under water 
this morning and it was feared that ice mig ht pile up ag ainst the iron work of the 
structure. 
MAY STOP UTILITIES 
Illinois Northern Utilities crews worked all nig ht and all day today pumping 
water from the basements and pits at the I. N. U. steam plant and at the g as plant 
in west Dixon. A ten-inch raise in the pits at the g as plant would put out the fires 
and leave the city with only what g as mig ht remain in the big holder. This morn­ 
ing there was perhaps a day’s supply of g as on hand, but the pumps in the pits 
were, more than holding their own and were rapidly taking care of the seepag e 
water running into the pits. Four pumps have been working constantly In the 
basement of the steam electric plant, and were just about keeping even.
